Christopher Alexander 
Falconer gets life in 
prison after 3-week trial 


A conviction in the slaying of 
Amber Kirwan cannot erase 
the pain still felt by her loved 
ones, the Crown said Tuesday 
as the young woman’s killer 
was found guilty of first-de¬ 
gree murder. 

A juiy convicted Christo¬ 
pher Alexander Falconer on 
the second day of dehbera- 
tions at Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court in Pictou following 
three weeks of testimony. 

Family members sat si¬ 
lently and Kirwan’s mother 
dabbed her eyes with a tissue 
as Falconer, 31, was given an 
automatic sentence of hfe in 
prison with no parole ehgibil- 
ity for 25 years. 

“Their sense of relief 1 be¬ 
lieve was palpable, but this 
is a tragedy that 1 don’t think 
they’ll ever get past,” Crown 
attorney Bill Gorman said 
after the verdict. 

Falconer, a stocky, bespec¬ 
tacled man, pleaded not guilty 
to first-degree murder in the 
death of Kirwan. The 19-year- 


old aspiring nurse vanished 
after leaving a pool hall in 
New Glasgow on Oct. 9, 2011. 

Her naked, bound remains 
were discovered face down in 
a clandestine grave about a 
month later in Heathbell. 

Falconer pleaded guilty 
in a separate case to second- 
degree murder as a teenager 
for strangling a cab driver in 
1998. He was 15 at the time of 
that murder, but was ordered 
to stand trial as an adult. He 
was granted full parole after 
serving 12 years in prison. 

Falconer did not react 
when the verdict was read. 
His parents, sitting two rows 
behind him, sighed heavily. 
They dechned comment out¬ 
side court. 

Kirwan’s mother, Marjorie 
Kirwan, was asked by a repor-

ter whether she was pleased 
with the verdict. 

“Very,” she replied, before 
retreating to a private room 
with her family. 


Despite the conviction, 
there are a number of ques¬ 
tions that remain unan¬ 
swered, including how Kir¬ 
wan was abducted, where she 
was killed and when. 

There’s also the question of 
why Falconer killed Kirwan, a 
woman he told pohce he had 
never met. Gorman suggested 
during the trial that it was 
simply for “fun.” 

Defence lawyer Mike Tay¬ 
lor said he beheves the jury’s 
decision was fair but it came 
as somewhat of a surprise to 
his client. 

“Obviously 1 would’ve pre¬ 
ferred for Mr. Falconer that 
it was different, but the evi¬ 
dence was there and 1 can see 
them reaching the conclusion 
that they reached,” Taylor 
said. 


He said it was too soon to 
consider an appeal, but added 
that “an appeal of a juiy deci¬ 
sion is extremely difficult.”

A man deemed a high-risk 
offender after killing two 
people while driving drunk 
has been arrested for alleged¬ 
ly trying to buy booze from a 
Halifax liquor store. 

Michael Gerard Cooper, 
55, was taken into custody 
by police at 6990 Mumford 
Rd. near a Nova Scotia Liquor 
Corporation outlet Tuesday 
around 11 a.m. 

Cooper, who appeared in 
Halifax provincial court on 
Tuesday afternoon and was 
remanded to the East Coast 
Forensic Hospital in Burnside 
for a fitness assessment, is fa¬ 
cing two charges of breaching 
conditions. 

He is due back in court on 
Feb. 6. 

Mike Maloney, spokes¬ 
person for the NSLC, said a 
staff member noticed Cooper 
approaching the store and 
then called police when he 
came inside. 

Maloney said Cooper 
didn’t try to buy anything, 
but he was in there for about 
five minutes. 

“He was chatting on the 
phone and was quite noisy 
about it,” said Maloney. 

Cooper’s release condi¬ 
tions included a ban on buy¬ 
ing or consuming alcohol and 
driving. Maloney said he was 
arrested by police at a nearby 
bus stop after leaving the

Halifax Regional Police 
spokesman Const. Pierre 
Bourdages said the person 


who called police handled the 
situation veiy well. 

“He did the right thing,” 
Bourdages said. “Instead of 
approaching the individual 
they called police and we 
were able to arrest him.” 

Bourdages said he doesn’t 
know what Cooper’s mo¬ 
tivation was for allegedly en¬ 
tering the liquor store, but it 
doesn’t really matter as they 
went against his conditions. 

“The fact he entered a li¬ 
quor store, right there, is a 
breach of his conditions,” said 
Bourdages. 

Cooper, 55, was released 
from a federal penitentiaiy in 
New Brunswick last Tuesday 
after serving a full seven-year 


sentence for killing Angela 
Smits, 19, and her boyfriend 
Michael MacLean, 20, in May 
2004 following an accident in 
Cape Breton. 

After Cooper’s conviction 
in 2007, the Parole Board 
of Canada said he told it 
he would likely continue 
drinking and driving, which 
prompted the board to deny 
him an early release. 

Cooper has since elected 
to live in HRM, prompting 
police in Halifax last week 
to issue a notification to resi¬ 
dents under the high-risk of¬ 
fender information protocol 
— typically reserved for vio¬ 
lent criminals or sex offend¬ 
ers.

He and his wife Patricia

hol. The NSLC agreed to dis¬ 
tribute his photo to its stores, 
something for which Smits 
said he was grateful.

With 10 players now sus¬ 
pended from the Saint Maiy’s 
University football team for 
allegedly sending sexist, racist 
and hateful tweets, some stu¬ 
dents on campus say they’re 
happy to see the university 
take action but add this isn’t 
strictly a SMU problem. 

“They should be account¬ 
able for their actions. Every¬ 
one should, especially at 
this age,” said Adele Joyce, a 
fourth-year student at Saint 
Maiy’s, on Tuesday. 

One of the player’s tweets 
allegedly said: “to that b**ch 
that bit me last night. Hope 
your dead in a ditch, you are 
scum.” 

Another player used a gay 
slur, while more than one re¬ 
tweeted racist and sexist com¬ 
ments.

Joyce said although the 
attention could hurt the 
school’s reputation, it’s good 
the administration is show¬ 
ing they take the comments 
seriously. 

First-year student Jacob 
Schlinker said the suspen¬ 
sions were necessary in light 
of September’s infamous 
student-led chant that led to 
media attention from across 
Canada. 

“It’s completely unaccept¬ 
able,” said Schlinker about 
the tweets. “They should be 
ambassadors for our school 
... putting that in the public 
really gives us a bad name.” 

But Schlinker said both in¬ 
cidents could have happened 
at any university, and are 
mostly due to a “young male 
culture” issue. 

While it could be difficult 
to get athletes into a group 
to discuss sexual violence, 
Schlinker said it’s important 
to show men it’s not OK to 
condone rape or sexism be¬ 
cause they tend to perpetuate 
it most.

Councillors also supported 
the idea of using HRM’s 
existing property near Alder¬ 


ney Gate for the museum, 
which would create a “cultur¬ 
al cluster” incorporating the 
Alderney Theater, the plaza 
and the Craig Galleiy. 

“Certainly I feel like ... hav¬ 
ing that weight of that many 
cultural organizations in one 
place does create opportun¬ 
ities and that’s why that cul¬ 
tural cluster is important,” 
said Coun.

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Asphyxiation. Couple 
arrested in slayings 
of mother and son 


A woman and her common-law 
husband were arrested Tuesday 
in Nova Scotia and charged 
with killing her ex-husband 
and his mother, who died three 
years apart in Ontario, police 
said. 

Caleb Harrison, 41, was 
found dead last August in a 
home in Mississauga, Ont. 
— the same home where his 
mother Bridget Harrison, 63, 
died in 2010. 

At the time her death was 
classified as suspicious, but 
when officers started investi¬ 
gating Caleb Harrison’s death, 
they determined both were 
homicides and both mother 
and son were asphyxiated. 

Pohce have now also re¬ 
opened the investigation into 
the 2009 death of Caleb Har¬ 
rison’s father, William Harri¬ 
son, who also died in the same 
home. 

Investigators originally de¬ 
termined he died of natural 
causes, but they are taking 
another look and are treating 
his cause of death as undeter¬ 
mined.

Merritt, 33, and her common-

A Halifax photographer is 
hoping to get people that 
text or use the phone while 
driving to see their actions 
through a different lens. 

Last Monday, Lilly Bleil 
said he was using a crosswalk 
on the corner of Joseph Howe 
Drive and Bayers Road when 
he noticed a car coming to¬ 
wards him that wasn’t slow¬ 
ing down.

“1 thought ‘This car is just 
not going to stop,”’ Bleil said. 
“1 had to jump out of the way, 
and the car did stop ... but 
most of her car was over the 
crosswalk.” 

Bleil said that’s when he 
noticed the woman driving 
the car was texting, and was 
concerned because it was a 
rainy night. 

He took a photo of her 
through the window of her 
car, but Bleil said she drove 
away before he could catch 
the licence plate. 

The photo is the most re¬ 
cent in a series Bleil has been 


shooting since the summer¬ 
time, just before he said he 
was hit by a car on his bicycle 
while using a crosswalk. 

Although Bleil said the 
man who hit him was speed¬ 
ing, it’s important to talk 
about distracted driving in 
light of the recent rash of 
pedestrian collisions in HRM. 

Some of Bleil’s photos 
show close-ups of hands 
using cell phones, and Bleil 
said he would keep working 
on the project if he knew it 
would make people aware 
they’re doing something dan¬ 
gerous. 


Bleil said he’s used to the 
strange looks he gets when 
he snaps a photo of someone 
driving and using the phone. 

“Some people would want 
to stop and punch me out, 
other people just get like 
‘What’s going on,”’ Bleil said.

Provincial Exhibition 
Commission not 
paying down its debt, 
government says 


Nova Scotia’s agriculture min¬ 
ister has ordered an audit for 
the Provincial Exhibition Com¬ 
mission, saying the troubled 
organization owes the prov¬ 
ince about $450,000 but hasn’t 
made any loan payments and 
has refused to hand over finan¬ 
cial data. 

Keith Colwell told a news 
conference Tuesday his depart¬ 
ment will hire an accounting 
firm after numerous unsuccess¬ 
ful attempts by the Nova Scotia 
Farm Loan Board to get finan¬ 
cial information from the com¬ 
mission. “The loans haven’t 
been paid in a long time and 
no attempts have been made to 
pay them,” he said. 

The non-profit group owns 
and operates a 26-hectare ex¬ 
hibition facility in Bible HiU 
where the annual five-day Prov¬ 
incial Exhibition has been held 
since 1946. The August event 
typically attracts about 40,000 
people. 

The exhibition grounds are 


also home to the Truro Race¬ 
way, a harness racing track that 
was threatened with closure 
last year. 

Colwell said the commis¬ 
sion needs to be run more ef¬ 
ficiently and the government 
won’t forgive its debt. The com¬ 
mission’s board of directors 
recently resigned and a new 
board has been appointed. 

“The new board has made 
some positive moves and needs 
a clean slate to move forward,” 
Colwell said. 

Bruce Kennedy, the new 
board chairman, said the com¬ 
mission also owes suppliers 
about $350,000. He said the 
biggest bill is for fees owed to 
other harness racing tracks that 
provide video feeds for their 
races. 

Kennedy said the new board 
has discovered “inconsisten¬ 
cies” with the way the organ¬ 
ization has been run, but the 
minister said their was no indi¬ 
cation of impropriety. 

The new board has already 
cut some costs, having recog¬ 
nized the operation has too 
many employees and is spend¬ 
ing too much heating three 
bams that have since been 
closed, Kennedy said. 

Despite the financial prob¬ 
lems, Kennedy said he expects 
harness racing to resume in

Charges filed in Montreal 
on Tuesday name Richard 
Deschenes, the force’s former 
director-general, former assist¬ 
ant director Steven Chabot, Al¬ 
fred Tremblay, a former assist¬ 
ant director of investigations, 
and Jean Audette, another ex¬ 
assistant director in charge of 
investigations. 

All four have been sum¬ 
moned to appear in court on 
Feb. 13. The date for the ap¬ 
pearance was noted in the 
charges. 

The group is charged with 
fraud and breach of trust in 


the performance of their duties 
and stealing more than $5,000 
from the Quebec government 
and the provincial police force. 

The charges say the acts 
allegedly committed by 
Deschenes, Chabot and Trem¬ 
blay were committed on or 
arormd March 17, 2010, while 
those allegedly committed by 
Audette happened between 
Oct. 27,2011, and Oct. 15,2012. 

Deschenes stepped down 
unexpectedly and was replaced 
in October 2012 by Mario La- 
prise, who issued a statement 
Tuesday after the charges were 
made public.

Obama focuses on economic security in State of the Union 



Seeking to energize his 
sluggish second term, U.S. 
President Barack Obama 
vowed Tuesday night in his 
State of the Union address to 
sidestep Congress “whenever 
and wherever” necessaiy to 
narrow economic disparities 
between rich and poor. He 
unveiled an array of modest 
executive actions to increase 
the minimum wage for federal 
contract workers and make 
it easier for millions of low- 
income Americans to save for 
retirement. 

“America does not stand 
still and neither do I,” Obama 


declared in his prime-time 
address before a joint session 
of Congress and milhons of 
Americans watching on tele¬ 
vision. 

Declaring 2104 a “year of 
action,” Obama also sought to 
convince an increasingly skep¬ 
tical pubhc that he still wields 
power in Washington even if 
he can’t crack through the div¬ 
isions in Congress. 

Obama’s proposals for ac¬ 
tion by lawmakers were shm 
and largely focused on old 
ideas that have gained little 
traction over the past year. 
He pressed Congress to revive 


a stalled immigration over¬ 
haul, pass an across-the-board 
increase in the federal min¬ 
imum wage and expand access 
to early childhood education 
— all ideas that gained httle 
traction after he proposed 
them last year. The president’s 
one new legislation proposal 
calls for expanding an income 
tax credit for workers without 
children. 

Pivoting briefly to foreign 
pohcy, Obama reaffirmed that 
the U.S.-led war in Afghanistan 
will formally conclude at the 
end of this year. But he said a 
small contingent of American 


forces could be left behind 
if the Afghan government 
quickly signs a bilateral secur¬ 
ity agreement, a prospect that 
looks increasingly uncertain. 

The president also warned 
lawmakers in both parties 
against passing new economic 
sanctions against Iran while 
the U.S. and international 
partners are holding nuclear 
negotiations with the Islamic 
republic. He renewed his com¬ 
mitment to veto sanctions 
legislation if it passes, arguing 
that a new round of penalties 
would upend the sensitive dip¬ 
lomacy.

In back-to-back moves aimed 
at defusing Ukraine’s political 
crisis, the prime minister re¬ 
signed Tuesday and parliament 
repealed anti-protest laws that 
had set off violent clashes be¬ 
tween protesters and police. 

The two developments were 
significant concessions to the 
anti-government protesters 
who have fought sporadically 
with police for the last 10 days 
after two months of peaceM 
around-theclock demonstra¬ 
tions. The protests erupted 
after President Viktor Yanuko¬ 
vych decided to turn toward 
Russia for a bailout loan instead 
of signing a deal with the Euro¬ 
pean Union, but have since 
morphed into a general plea for 
more human rights, less cor¬ 
ruption and more democracy 
in this nation of 45 miUion.

The departure of Prime Min¬ 
ister Mykola Azarov removes 
one of the officials most dis¬ 
liked by the opposition forces 
whose protests have turned 
parts of Kyiv, the Ukrainian cap¬ 
ital, into a barricaded maze. 

However, Azarov’s spokes¬ 
man told the Interfax news 
agency that deputy Prime 
Minister Serhiy Arbuzov wiU 
assume temporaiy leadership 
of the Cabinet in the mean¬ 
time. Such a move is unlikely 
to please the opposition, as Ar¬ 
buzov is widely viewed as just 
another staimch aUy of Yanuko¬ 
vych. 

Other key issues remain 
unresolved in Ukraine’s polit¬ 
ical crisis, including the oppos¬ 


ition’s repeated demands for 
Yanukovych to resign and for a 
new election to be held. 

Azarov’s resignation came 
just before the opening of a 
special parliament session that 
repealed anti-protest laws that 
had set off violent clashes be¬ 
tween protesters and police. 

Yanukovych earlier this 


month had pushed through 
new laws to crack down on 
protests and raise prison sen¬ 
tences for creating disorder. 
The laws also prohibited people 
from wearing helmets and gas 
masks, which many have done 
for fear that riot pohce would 
tiy to violently disperse pro¬ 
tests. 


Parhament wiU consider an 
amnesty measure Wednesday 
for scores of arrested protest¬ 
ers. But Yanukovych has said 
the amnesty is only possible if 
demonstrators clear the streets 
and vacate the buildings they 
now occupy — a condition that 
is probably unacceptable to

The UN Security Council on

Google Glass is getting glasses. 

The computerized, Internet- 
connected goggles don’t ac¬ 
tually come with lenses in their 
frame. Starting Tuesday, Google 
is ofiering an optioni attach¬ 
ment for prescription lenses 
and new styles of detachable 
sunglasses. 

The move comes as Google 
Inc. prepares to make Glass 
available to the general popula¬ 
tion later this year. Gurrently, 
Glass is available only to the 
tens of thousands of people 
who are testing and creating 
apps for it. 

Glass is basically a small 


computer, with a camera and 
a display screen above the 
wearer’s right eye. The device 
sits roughly at eyebrow level, 
higher than where eyeglasses 
would go. 

The gadget itself is not 
changing with this announce¬ 
ment. Rather, the Mountain 
View, Galif, company is now of¬ 
fering four styles of frames for 
prescription lenses. It’s also of¬ 
fering two new types of shades. 


in addition to the one previ¬ 
ously available. The frames cost 
$225 US and the shades, $150 
US. That’s on top of the $1,500 
US price of Glass. 

Users can take the frames 
to any vision care provider for 
prescription lenses.

In my review for the recent 
remake of Oldboy I wrote 
of Josh Brolin, “there is no 
more manly-man actor in 
the mold of Lee Marvin or 
Lee Van Cleef working to¬ 
day.” 

I guess that shouldn’t 
be a surprise given that he 
was named after the rough- 
and-tumble character Josh 
Randall, played by Steve 
McQueen in TV’s Wanted: 
Dead or Alive. 

In Oldboy he’s so tough 
he’s a practically inde¬ 
structible force of nature; 
able to withstand physical 
punishment that would 
make Grigori Rasputin look 
like a wimp. 

The tough guy angle is 
one Brolin plays in a num¬ 
ber of films, including his 
latest Labor Day. 

He plays an escaped con¬ 
vict who hides out in the 
home of a depressed, wid¬ 
owed agoraphobic, played 
by Kate Winslet. 

Over the course of one 
long holiday weekend she 


learns of his dangerous past 
and before you can say the 
words Stockholm Syndrome 
has fallen for the ruggedly 
handsome stranger.

No Country he plays down- 
on-his-luck Llewelyn Moss, 
who stumbles across the 
site of a drug deal gone 
wrong. 

Bullet-ridden dead men 
litter the landscape along 
with several kilos of heroin 
and a suitcase stuffed with 
two million dollars in cash. 
When he makes off with 
the money his life and the 
lives of those around him 
are changed forever. 

Jonah Hex didn’t earn 
any Oscar nods, but did get 
some Razzie attention in 
the form of nominations 
for Worst Screen Couple for 
Brolin and co-star Megan 
Fox. 

The story of a super¬ 
natural bounty hunter set 
on revenge against the 
man who killed his family 
is as disfigured as its main 
character’s face, but Bro¬ 
lin brings his real-life swag¬ 
ger to the role and has fun 
with some of the tongue- 
in-what’s-left-of-his-cheek 
lines. 

One tough guy role got 
away from him, however. 
Online speculation had it 
that he would be cast as the 
Gaped Crusader in the up¬ 
coming Batman vs. Super¬ 
man. 

Although he would have 
been perfect for the part he 
lost out to Ben Affleck. Con¬ 
trary to his bruiser persona 
he was gracious in defeat. 
“I’m happy for Ben,” he 
said. 



Greg Kinnear needs no approval in Rake 



Keegan Deane is that one friend 
we all have who just can’t get 
his act together. He’s the love¬ 
able screw-up, and he’s the star 
of the new comedy series Rake. 

Portrayed by Greg Kinnear, 
Deane owes nearly $60,000 to 
his bookie, has been crashing 
at his best friend’s house for 
four months, and is in love 
with a prostitute who views 
their relationship as a business 
transaction. He’s a narcissist in 
denial, but he’s also a brilliant 
defence attorney who is incred¬ 
ibly charming. 

“I don’t think he has a 
great self-awareness of [his 
problems],” Kinnear says of 
his character. “It comes in fits 
and starts. There are moments 
where he has a little bit of re¬ 


flection about where he’s at 
on the map, but certainly, you 
know, out of the gate, veiy 
httle.” 

Deane’s ego — and his ut¬ 
ter lack of interest in adhering 
to normal societal standards 
— drew Kinnear to the series, 
which is based on an Austrahan 
show of the same name. “I was 
intrigued immediately when I 
saw the mess of that guy,” he 
says. “That kind of absolute 
lack of need for approval is a 
hugely attractive thing, espe¬ 
cially if you’re an actor. Getting 
to play that and getting to pur¬ 
sue a guy who’s not necessarily 
interested in what you think 
was a really cool element for 
me.” 

Which is a good thing, be¬ 


cause Deane’s chents in upcom¬ 
ing episodes include a serial 
killer and a cannibal — not 
your typical rmderdog stories. 
And yet. Rake finds a way to 
make the audience root for the 
antihero. Kinnear chalks it up 
to the show’s fine-tuned ability 
to weave comedy into dramatic 
stoiylines. 

“It reaUy struck a nice chord 
between the drama and the 
comedy, which is what ap¬ 
pealed to me,” Kinnear says.

Justin Bieber has a Valen¬ 
tine’s Day date with a South 
Florida judge on charges of 
DUl, resisting arrest and driv¬ 
ing with an expired license. 

A Miami-Dade County 
judge on Tuesday set a Feb. 

14 arraignment date for 
the 19-year-old star. In an 
arraignment, prosecutors 
formally file charges and a 
plea is entered, although a 
defendant’s lawyer can enter 
the plea in writing. Bieber 
might not be required to 
attend. 

Bieber and R&B singer 
Khalil Amir Sharieff were 
arrested last week in Miami 
Beach during what police 
described as an illegal street 


drag race between a Lambor¬ 
ghini and a Ferrari. Neither 
has been charged with drag 
racing. 

Police say Bieber admitted 
to smoking marijuana, drink¬ 
ing and taking a prescription 
medication.

Was Sienna the mystery 
woman heard on 
Daniel’s voice mail? 


A U.K. tabloid reporter who has 
pleaded guilty to phone hack¬ 
ing said Tuesday that he played 
the News of the World’s editor 
a hacked voice mail left for 
actor Daniel Craig by actress Si¬ 
enna MiUer, with whom Craig 
was having an affair. 

Dan Evans is a prosecution 
witness at the trial of his for¬ 
mer boss, Andy Coulson, and 
six others, on charges related 
to wrongdoing at the now- 
shuttered Rupert Murdoch- 
owned tabloid. 

Evans told the trial that 
in 2005 he eavesdropped on 
Craig’s voice mails and heard a 
message from a woman saying: 
“Hi, it’s me. Cannot speak. I’m 
at the Groucho (Club) with 
Jude. 1 love you.” 

The call came from Miller’s 
number. The newspaper later 
ran a stoiy alleging an affair 
between the actress — then 
involved with Jude Law — and 
future 007 Craig. 

Evans said Coulson heard 
the recording, then told him 
how to cover his tracks by 
making a copy, putting it in a 



bag and taking it to the news¬ 
paper’s reception so it would 
look like it had been dropped 
off anonymously. 

Murdoch shut the tabloid 
News of the World in 2011 
after details emerged of the 
scale of its snooping on celebri¬ 
ties, politicians and others in 
the public eye.

No doubt you have some questions about the Russian locale that will play host to the 2014 Winter Olympics. 
Here are a few details about the resort dty dubbed the Russian Riviera. 

THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


For visitors to the Winter 
Olympics, Sochi may feel like 
a landscape from a dream — 
familiar and strange at once. 
Palm trees evoke a tropical 
seaside resort, but the Black 
Sea itself is seriously cold; 
turn away from the palms 
and the jagged, snow-cov¬ 
ered peaks of the Caucasus 
Mountains rise nearby. Live¬ 
ly and garish modern build¬ 
ings mix with Stalin Gothic 
piles, like trophy wives on 
the arms of elderly men. 
Billboards are written in an 


alphabet in which some let¬ 
ters sound exactly like you 
think they do, others mean 
something else and the rest 
are flat-out alien. What may 
seem oddest of all is the 
city’s cheerful and relaxed 
aura in a country stereo¬ 
typed as dour. Even a local 
statue of Vladimir Lenin 
catches the casual vibe. He’s 
not haranguing the masses, 
just standing under some 
trees with one hand in his 
pocket as if he’s killing time 
waiting for a date. 


Will they 
understand me? 

Volunteer staff at Olympics 
test events spoke excellent 
English and sometimes 
struck up conversations just 
to improve their skills (or 
show off). But outside the 
Olympic venues and large 
hotels, communication in 
languages other than Russian 
can be difficult. The Games’ 
organizing committee recom¬ 
mends that mobile device 


users download a translation 
app. The Cyrillic alphabet 
isn’t as hard as it may look, 
and spending a couple of 
hours to master it brings 
sizeable rewards. Russian 
has many loanwords from 
EngEsh, French and German, 
so being able to sormd out 
words can make the place 
pop into better focus. For ex¬ 
ample, knowing that “teatp” 
is pronounced “teater,” it’s a 
reasonable and correct guess 
that it means “theatre.” 



Am I in Sochi? 

Rather Eke New York City, 
Sochi is a sprawling muni- 
cipaEty, incorporating four 
boroughs. Confiisingly, one 
of the four is called Sochi. 
So it’s possible to both be 
in Sochi and say “Fm going 
to Sochi.” All the Olympic 
events take place in the 


Adler borough, though the 
snow sports venues are 
often referred to as being 
in specific settlements such 
as Krasnaya Polyana and 
Esto-Sadok. Sochi borough 
is more or less the Man¬ 
hattan of the city, home 
to the best restaurants, 
coolest clubs and the main 


cultural institutions. The 
urban part of Adler also 
has attractive restaurants. 
But whEe its attractions are 
relatively cosmopoEtan, and 
its coastline is 90 miles long 
(145 Irilometres), Sochi is not 
a big city population-wise, 
with only about 350,000 
inhabitants. 



How’s the 
weather? 

Rain, snow, sun, fog, 
warmish, cold — a few 
days at the Olympics likely 
will include them all. On 
the coast, where the ice 
sports and opening and 
closing ceremonies take 
place, daytime temper¬ 


atures should be around 
50 F (10 G) and freezing is 
unlikely. In the mountains, 
temperatures generally 
don’t get severely cold; 
at the lower elevations, 
where ski-jumping and 
sliding sports take place, 
the prospect of rain and 
above-freezing temper¬ 
atures is a concern.

Downtown Sochi and Adler 
both have long and appealing 
seaside promenades, complete 
with tacky souvenir stands, 
lively bars and restaurants. 
Sochi also has an attractive 
passenger harbour, whose 
spired terminal is one of the 
city’s standout buildings, and 
an art museum. 

The most idiosyncratic at¬ 
traction may be Sochi’s exten¬ 
sive mountainside botanical 
garden, the Dendrarium, 
with an unusual array of 
plants showing the variable 
climate. 

Sochi has long been a 


choice destination for Russia’s 
political elite. Joseph Stalin’s 
summer residence in Zeleni 
Mys even features a wax 
mannequin of the dictator at 
his desk. 

A swim in the Black Sea 
may make an unusual Winter 
Ol3mipics memoiy. The beach¬ 
es are stony and the water 
temperature will be around 50 
F (10 C); concerns have been 
raised about pollution in the 
sea around Dagomys, north 
of downtown Sochi. Although 
most of Sochi’s sports facilities 
will be devoted to the Games, 
the Gomaya Karusel ski area 
expects to have some slopes 
open to the public, organizers 
say.

Recently, Canadian Olympic 
athletes were surveyed by 
Mondelez Canada about the 
best ways for spectators to 
cheer them on to a gold medal 
standing in Sochi. 

Fully threequarters of them 
said that “hearing their fans 
cheering and shouting” and 
seeing them “waving encour¬ 
aging signs of support” is high¬ 
ly motivational. 

Feedback matters, to ath¬ 
letes, to all of us. 

Sometimes feedback isn’t 
easy to come by. For Gen Y, a co¬ 
hort accustomed to the instan- 
taneity of social media feed¬ 
back loops, it can be frustrating 
when your work performance 
isn’t evaluated. If feedback ex¬ 
pectations are unmet, employ¬ 
ees are likely to feel unmoti¬ 
vated, isolated, and are more 
apt to jump ship. 

Thanks anyway: 
ignoring the wrong 
feedback 


At other times we get feed¬ 
back but fail to act on it. 

This is especially common 
if the feedback feels like it’s 
the wrong kind. 

For example, we’re unlike¬ 
ly to take feedback to heart 
when it seems contradictory. 
Likewise for many, praise and 
recognition, while nice to 
hear, are not what we most 
crave at work. 

It turns out that six out of 
ten people prefer corrective 
feedback (such as suggestions 
for improvement) over posi¬ 
tive feedback (such as con- 
gratulatoiy comments), ac¬ 
cording to Harvard Business 
Review. 


Key attributes of efficient 
and usable feedback are fre¬ 
quency, clarity, and specifi¬ 
city, observes Jay Gilbert in 
the University of Western On¬ 
tario’s Ivey Business Journal. 
But it takes time, and a lot of 
it, to provide that kind of per¬ 
sonalized feedback. 

As employers seek to cre¬ 
ate a culture of feedback 


and collaboration, more are 
adopting enterprise software 
systems to socialize employee 
reviews. 

Helping staff get 360-de- 
gree peer-to-peer feedback — 
not once a year but continu¬ 
ously — is the idea. 

It makes good business 
sense, because research 
shows that regular, low- 


stakes assessment is highly 
effective. 

That’s because it allows 
the receiver to make incre¬ 
mental improvements and 
small adjustments. They are 
then less likely to become 
immobilized, defeated, and 
overwhelmed by a deluge of 
decontextualized feedback in 
an annual assessment. 

Social feedback 

If you feel the need for more 
feedback on your creative 
work and ideas, turn to the so¬ 
cial web. A bit of web sleuth¬ 
ing is almost guaranteed to 
uncover a niche community 
where you can engage in com¬ 
mentary, ask questions, and 
practice social reciprocity by 
giving feedback while also re¬ 
ceiving it. Some examples: 

Graphic designers and 
photographers 

Look to the Behance net¬ 
work or DeviantART (both 
have ffee/paid options) to 
showcase and discover de¬ 
sign work and submit your 
creative work for critique by 
a global community. If you’re 
a photographer, Flickr or IX 
(ffee/paid) communities are 
good bets to receive profes¬ 
sional feedback. All of these 
sites also do double duty by 
hosting online creative port- 
fohos for a fee. 


Writers and editors 

Want feedback on your writ¬ 
ing? Beyond fan fiction sites, 
visit ABCTales (free) or Cri¬ 
tique Circle (paid), two large 
active communities where 
published and aspiring auth¬ 
ors can share, discuss and de¬ 
velop their work. 

Fashion designers 
and stylists 

For fashionistas, tiy LookBook 
and Polyvore to get commun¬ 
ity feedback from other (es¬ 
tablished as well as up-and- 
coming) styhsts, models, and 
designers. 

And as a bonus, by becom¬ 
ing involved in a feedback 
community, online or off, 
you’ll also expand your profes¬ 
sional networks — and don’t 
forget that volunteering is an¬ 
other way to garner feedback 
while giving back. 

Don’t be surprised if a 
quest for feedback ends up 
inspiring your next great idea 
and uncovers some collabor¬ 
ators to help make it happen.

Olympic security. 

Sochi-bound NHLers 
know the league will 
only keep them from 
competing in Russia 
for good reason 


The NHL’s Olympic break is less 
than two weeks away but the 
threat of terrorism is keeping 
the situation volatile. 

After deputy commissioner 
Bill Daly said the league would 
consider pulling out of Sochi if 
something “significant” hap¬ 
pens before players arrive, 
those set to participate are try¬ 
ing not to wony about that 
scenario. 

“Between the NHL and 
the NHLPA and the Olympic 
people, in communication ob¬ 
viously with the people in Rus¬ 
sia, they’re going to advise us if 
we shouldn’t go,” Ken Holland 
of Canada’s management team 
said Tuesday. “Tm looking at 
the lead of the NHL. 

“Until they teU us we’re not 
going, Tm going to Newark and 
going to jump on a plane and 
go to Sociii.” 


A Hockey Canada spokes¬ 
man said the organization had 
no official comment, adding 
nothing has changed about the 
situation. 

Charter planes are sched¬ 
uled to leave for Sochi on Feb. 
9, two days after the opening 
ceremony. Security concerns 
are keeping athletes on edge 
well before that, though Daly 
said in an email to The Associ¬ 
ated Press he doesn’t expect the 
plan to change. 

“Obviously, if something 
significant were to transpire 
between now and Feb. 9 that 
causes us to question that con¬ 
clusion, we will re-evaluate,” 
Daly told AP. 

Forward Tomas Tatar, who 
will represent Slovakia, read 
about that Tuesday morning 
before the Detroit Red Wings’ 
morning skate. 

“There would (have to) be a 
good reason if something hap¬ 
pens before,” Tatar said. “Ob¬ 
viously that would be not eveiy- 
thing’s OK there, so 1 would 
probably agree with the people 
here — why we should go there 
if something is not good? Hope¬ 
fully nothing will happen and 
1 think eveiything’s in good 
hands.” the Canadian press

If you’re wondering why 
minivan sales have been in 
steady free-fall for the past 
few years, it’s partially be¬ 
cause of vehicles such as the 
Toyota Highlander. 

When it arrived for the 
2002 model year, the Indiana- 
built Highlander was one of 
the initial part-wagon, part- 
sport utility vehicle models 
on the market. This so-called 
“crossover” borrowed its plat¬ 
form and basic running gear 
from the Toyota Camry, but 
added available all-wheel- 
drive and an occasional-use 
third-row seat to the mix a 
couple of years later. By then, 
the Highlander had become 
one of the most popular 
Toyotas on the market. 

If there was a knock 
against the Highlander, it was 
that the vehicle’s anonymous 
styling actually made it diffi¬ 
cult to identify, even up close. 
That has now been rectified 
with the installation of one 
of the Toyota family’s dis¬ 
tinctive trapezoid-style grilles 
that quite honestly looks bet¬ 
ter on certain models than 
others. 

That also goes for the cabin 
that is significantly roomier, 
thanks to some clever repack¬ 
aging and a 15-centimetre 
wider body. That translates 
into a 9.5-centimetre wider 
interior, which is enough 
to provide space for three 
people for the third row seat 
in what had previously been 
a two-person affair. The High¬ 
lander now seats up to eight 
passengers.

By the time Equus Automotive 
took the stage at the 2014 auto 
show in Detroit, the press 
crowd had thinned out appre¬ 
ciably. Getting slot number 
32 on a two-day press confer¬ 
ence schedule will do that to 
anyone, especially to an auto¬ 
maker hardly anyone has ever 
heard of before. 

But Equus Automotive 
managed to make a bit of a 
buzz at Detroit by the best way 
possible — by introducing an 
exciting automobile, and one 
from left field so to speak. 

The Equus Bass 770 was 
touted as the quintessential

American Luxuiy GT. Its over¬ 
all shape pays obvious homage 
to the Ford Mustang Fastback, 
circa 1969, while the front 
grille and headlight design 
seems to channel the vibe 
of the Plymouth GTX or Ply¬ 
mouth Roadrunner, circa 1971. 

It has a 640-hp V8 from 
General Motors, and lots of 
aluminum construction to 
keep the weight down. Not 
surprisingly, it accelerates real 
good and tops-out at over 200 
mph (321 km/hr). If you want 
a totally modem car under a 
body inspired by the golden 
age of American pony cars. 


this is your ride — as long 
as you can plunk down the 
US$250,000 asking price. 

The 25 employees at the 
Equus factoiy in Rochester 
Hills, Michigan, can build 
about 100 cars a year. So far

from overseas customers. 

Race driver Ian James is the 
spokesman and ambassador 
for Equus; he noted the com¬ 
pany is owned and bankrolled 
by a European businessman 
who has a passion for classic 
muscle cars but wishes to re¬ 
main behind the scenes.

1 guess having a custom- 
built car is one thing, but hav¬ 
ing it come to life via a genuine 
car company, and then have 
other people confirm your 
aesthetic by buying some ex¬ 
amples, is a level or two better 
on whatever scale they operate 
on. 


It can’t be for business rea¬ 
sons. History has shown that 
when relatively small compan¬ 
ies tool up to build limited-pro¬ 
duction high-end cars, things 
tend to go real-bad real-fast in 
the accounting department. 
They’re up against veiy high 
production and design costs, 
a very limited and fickle mar¬ 
ket, and not much room for 
error. 

You only had to look at the 
Detroit press conference held 
immediately before the Equus 
event. Hemy Fisker’s dream 
to build the Fisker Karma 
plug-in hybrid went bank¬ 


rupt this year. VL Automotive, 
co-founded by industiy vet¬ 
eran Bob Lutz, is taking those 
beautiful but suddenly not- 
worth-so-much Karma bodies 
and reformulating them with 
Gorvette V8 engines — basic¬ 
ally the same engines in the 
Equus Bass 770. 

But you gotta love guys 
like Hemy Fisker, Malcolm 
Brickland, Giotto Bizzarini, 
Alejandro de Tomaso, etc., as 
well as that unnamed guy be¬ 
hind the Equus Bass 770. They 
all brought, or bring, passion, 
interesting stuff, and colour to 
the automotive landscape.

A good battery can make the 
difference between getting to 
work on a cold morning, or 
sitting in your driveway wait¬ 
ing for a boost. A technology 
called absorbed glass mat, or 
AGM, can help improve its 
performance. That’s an im¬ 
portant consideration, since 
the battery does more than 
just start your car. 

“The charging system 
can’t keep up with all the 


demands that you place on 
the vehicle,” says Sergio 
Marsili, senior buyer for 
automotive batteries at Can¬ 
adian Tire. “You have the 
heater, the air conditioning, 
the heated seats, headlights, 
the radio. Some cars have as 
many as fifty computers in 
them that need to be pow¬ 
ered. 

“On an older car, you 
could jump-start your bat¬ 


tery and drive for a few 
hours, because there were 
very few electronics in the 
car. Today, if you have a 
broken battery, jump-start¬ 
ing it might get you started, 
but two minutes down the 
road it may stall again, be¬ 
cause it needs that power 
from the battery.”

trodes, usually made of lead, 
and a liquid electrolyte, usu¬ 
ally sulphuric acid—which 
is why they’re called lead- 
acid batteries. 

In an AGM battery, 
there’s a fiberglass mat be¬ 
tween the electrodes, which 
holds the electrolyte like a 
sponge. “There’s no free- 
fiowing liquid, so noth¬ 
ing leaks out or is sloshing 
around in there, and the 
electrolyte is suspended in 
these glass mats under very 
tight compression,” Marsili 
says. “The benefit is that the 
battery charges faster, even 
in cold temperatures, and 
it’s always at a higher state 
of charge than a regular bat¬ 
tery might be.” 

Most car batteries pro¬ 
vide a lot of power in a short 
burst when starting, and 
then they recharge. They’re 
not designed for deep dis¬ 
charges, such as when you 
leave your headlights on or 
run electronic features with 
the engine off, but AGM bat¬ 
teries can better tolerate 
it. Because they’re tightly 
packed inside, they’re also 
less likely to be affected 
by vibration, such as if you 


To note 


• Maintenance. The char¬ 
ging system doesn't run 
all the time on many new 
vehicles, to improve fuel 
efficiency, so a well-main¬ 
tained battery is even more 
important. 

• Check up checklist. A 

battery inspection should 
include checking the cables 
and cleaning any corrosion 
off the terminals. 

•Remember. Constant short 
trips are hard on your bat¬ 
tery, because it doesn't have 
a chance to fully charge. 


drive a lot on rough roads. 

Once a battery’s about 
three years old, it should 
be checked by a technician 
before each winter. “About 
one-third of customers re¬ 
place their batteries pro¬ 
actively, while the other 
two-thirds wait for it to fail,”
